of 200 7. conditioned for the Payment of 1007. to her, entred into 
Þ Thomas Barney and John Barney : To the Payment of which Money 
and Intereſt, one Francis Windham, who married rhe Reli&t and Executrix of 
the ſaid Fohn Barney, and his Wife, were become liable. 
The faid Fraxcis Catler being acquainted with, and related to the Appellant, 
who is a common Sollicitor in Chancery, did imploy him to ger in the ſaid 
Dakr, for the ſaid Francis Cutler ; And thereupon the Appellant acquainted 
Culigr, that the Appellant was 1ntitled as Aſſignee ro a Starute of 2007. from 
' oNEXRobert Bowman of Oxford to one William Bames ; and propoſed to exchange 
——Y me Statute for the faid Bond ; Bur rhe ſaid Carter refuſed to agree to 
- any, ſuch Exchange. However, having Buſineſs at Oxford, and ro oblige the 
Appellant to be careful of rhe ſaid Carier's Buſineſs, he did take the ſaid Statute 
with him to Oxferd, to enquire touching the ſaid Bowmay ; which accordingly 
" thefaid Cater did, and found the faid Bowmanx was poor ; and therewirh ac- 
quapted the Appellant, and to him redelivered the faid Statute, which re- 
maiped in the Appellants hands, until atter the deat! of the ſaid Carter. | 
The ſaid Cater exhibited his Bill in Chancery againſt the ſaid Francis Wind- 
hem, and his Wife, the Executrix of the ſaid Fohn Barney ; and ſhe dying pen- - 
ding that Suit : In order to make proper. Parties to the faid Bill, Adminiſtra- 
tion de bonis non tothe faid Fohn Barney ; and alſo Adminiſtration to the ſaid 
Thomas Barney, were ſued out by the direQtion of the faid Catler : And after 
ſome further Proceedings in the faid Cauſe, againſt the faid Francis Windham, 
he came to an Agreement with the ſaid Cur/er, to pay him 1:0 /. 1n full Sa- 
tisfaftion of the Debt due on the ſaid Bond, which was accordingly paid ro 
the ſaid Cutler, : 
There happening fome Diſpute couching the Releaſe, which was to be given 
by the faid Cazier to rhe ſaid Francis Windham, thereupon until the fame Re- 
lkafe ſettled, a Note was given for the faid Money by rhe faid Cuzler, in 
which the Appellant joyned with him: Bur for the Appellant's Indemnity he 
had Counter-ſecurity, by Bond, from Cutter. : 
The Appellant was Sollicitor for che ſaid Catler in his ſaid Cauſe, and in 
procuring the ſaid Adminiſtrations ; which were obtained, and the fame Yult 
carried on, at the Charges of the ſaid Cutler, who paid the Appellant's Bills 
amounting to 52 4. 15 5. | | 
The Appellant exhibited a Pill in Chancery grounded upon an Agreement 
in Writing rouching an Exchange of the faid Statute for rhe faid Bond ; when 
in truth there never was any iuch Writing, nor Was there any Proof made of 
it; But to put a Colour of the Matter, after the death of Carer, there was 
ſent to the Reſpondent his Executrix the ſaid Stature, by the ſaid Appellant, 
who refuſed to take the ſame again, and threatned the Perfun by whorn it 
was ſent. ; | ; 
The Appellant brought his Cauſe ro hearing ; And there being no Cauſe in 
Equity to give the Appellant any Releafe, his Bill was diſmiſt with Cofts: And 
the ſaid Statute being left in Court for the Appellant's uſe, It was ordered that 
the Regiſter ſhould deliver the fame to the Appellant. Which Diſmiſſion this 
Reſpondent hopeth will be confirmed by this High and Honourable Courr.
